(1) Introductory Comments 

Reconsideration of claims 1-4 and allowance of these claims and new 
claims 5-8, are respectfully requested in view of the amendments, the new claims, 
the telephone interview conducted on June 27, 2005, and the following Remarks. 

In the Claims section starting at page 3 of this response, claims 2 and 4 
have been amended, claims 5-8 have been added, and no claims have been 
canceled. 

Claims 2 and 4 have been rejected under 35 USC §112, second paragraph 
because there is no antecedent basis in the base claim for the term "at least one 
member selected from the group consisting of an antiseptic agent, a chelating 
agent, a buffer, an isotonizing agent, a thickener, a surface active agent and an 
antibacterial assistant". 

New claims 5-8 are added to address the examiner's comment that 
applicants' arguments against the §103 rejection were not well taken because 
applicants were claiming a composition and not a process. 

Applicant summarizes the telephonic interview, and presents complete 
comments on the claims as now presented in the Remarks section, starting on page 
5 of this paper.
